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All sales to the State are made by state-controlled comercial companies. Dsrter 
transactions are hendled in similar fashion. Purchases by public institatious, 
infugtries, and other enterprises mat be covored by the State Plan, which is 


classified as a state sooret. Approval of each puroehase mist be given by officials - 


in charge of the State Plane 


After appreval has been secured from Plan officials, the enterprise requests the. 
appropriate state-controlled commercial company to seoure bids abroad through 
thoir om agents or by correspondence with foreign firmse Occasionally when 
thoge mothods are unsuccessful the state canpanies make centact with such 
representatives ef foreign firms as. to continue in pusiness. After socuring bids, 
the state companies generally attempt to deal directly with the foreign firn 


_golected, 6liminating the representative in Rumania. then the foreign firm 


insists on conducting business through ita Rumanion representative the state 
company gives tho order to the foreign corporatiom and refuses to pay any cone 
mission to the lecal representative. The commission of the local reprosontative 
in such transactions mist be paid by the foreign corporation through tha Rumanian 
State Banke 


Local representatives, who under this system, rarely Imav the identity of tho 
ultimate consumer, are forbidden access to the offices of the state canpanies 
with Which they do business. Transactions are generally conducted by telophme 
avd mn xare occasions in the office of the higher oxocutive of the state canpany. 
tr those few instencos when the Local representative gains access to the office 
of a etate company nothing is transmitted in writing as all information rolative 
+o procurenent is a state secret and the persm divulging it is liable to a 
charge of economic espionage. — 


Occasionally a high executive of an enterprise Wishing to make purchases abroad 
will call a local representative who is Imam to hin, in order to request infor» 
naiion ex to request a bid. In such casos the local reprosyntative con gacure 
some of the information he requires since tho officials of state camnpanioes 
generally appear to have little knowledge concerning the transactions they are 
recuested to conclude. 


Payment for imports are epproved together with the order by the liinistry of 
Foreipn Trade, which issues the necessary instructions to the Stete Denk.
